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Stricken with an Intestine Trouble gn
- His Return from Minneapolis.
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Where He Overworked Himselfin Hiz Father's
Interest— Blood Po'soning Re.uited and Was
the Direct Causeof His Sudden Demi:e.

Mr. and Mrs. James G. Blaine Overcome
with Grief on Hearing the News.

————

Accomranied by Their Deughter Hattie, They
at Once Leave Bar Harbor for Chicago—The
President Sendsa Message of Sympathy.
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EMMONS BLAINE DEAD,

Dlood-Poisoning Follows an Attack of In-
flammmation of the Boweis,

CHICAGO, June 15,.—Emmons Blaine, son

of ex-Secretary Blaine, died to-day at 11:15
A. M. Blood-poisoning, the resunlt of in-
flammation of the bowels, was the cause.
The fact of young Mr. Blaine’s death was
keopt concealed for some time after he had
actually passed away, the object being to
reach the father first with some gentler
intimation of the sad news. Efforts to
get telegraphic ecommuniocation with the
ex-SBecretary failed, however, and, about
12:15, the news of the death leaked out.

It was not until about a quarterof an
hoar prior to the fatal moment that the
Jeast intimation that Mr. Blaine wasin a
dangerous condition becawe known, and
then only to afew. At lhius office in the
Baltimore & Ohio railroad headquarters,
1D this city, his associaies wereouly aware
that he was ill and had been so for several
days. The deatnh scene took place n
the great brown-stone mansion of the Me-
Cormick familv on RRush street. The wife,
Mra. Emmons Blaine, and the couple’s two-
year-old son, McCormick Hlaine, were the
only persons present besides Mrs. Cyrus
MeCormiek, young Mrs. Blaine's mother.
Death came so swiftly, when it did come,
that there was no time to summon the
other members of the McCormick family,

Mr. and Mre. W7G. McCormick, who were
i1u the houss at the time. Ineffectual ef-
forts were made continually throughout
the night and to-day to reach Mr. James
G. Ulaine and Mrs. Blaine by telegraph to
convey the intsiligoues of their son’s pre-
carious condition. The family left Au-

ustas, Me.,, several days ago 1lor
far Harbor, Me.. Mr. Blaine’'s sum-
mer wmes?, but it was unpessible
to effect the delivery of a telegram either
to Mr. Blaine or any one who could trans-
mit the message to hm. The New York
and Bostou representatives of the McCor-
mick compapy were  instracted to
exurt every condeavoer to convey the in-
formation to some memberof Mr. Blaine's
family or to Mr, Cyrus MeCormick, who
went to New York some days ago, but up
1o this afternoon the efiorts have avalled
pothing, The lirst contirmation of the fact
of death was giveu by the attending phv-
siciane, I'r, Billings anpd Dr. Alpoert. ‘The
statemont was simply: “Mr. Emmons
Yiaine died, at 11:15 o'eluck, of septiciemia
(bloodd poisoning). due to disease of the
bowels.”

During the entire week of the Minneap-
olis couvention, it is said, Emmons Blaine
bhardly gave himself asingle thought. He
scarcely slept an hour, and he was under
intense nervous strain, lLast Saturday he
yeturned to Chicago, greatly exhausted
and somewhat indisposed, He attributed
his slight gastric and intestinal derange-
ment to overwork, and laughed at the anx-
jety of bns friends. On Monday he fels
much better, and left his residence fora
short time, though he was f{ar from well.
On Taesday he telt rather worse, and re-
mained indoors the greater part of the day,
though not taking his bed, On Wednes-
day. however, his trouble began to annoy
him considerably, sand that mDight
he retired unmistakably ill, Dr. Bill-
ingsand Dr. Alpoert diagnosed the edse, and
at once discovered the gravity of his mal-
ad;. Intunssueception of the intestines had
already developed and the case was deemed
all bat eritieal. ‘T'he best methods of pro-
cedare were resorted to and it was be-
lieved that Mr. Blaine's exceptionally vig-
orous condition would enable him to baille
the dangerons niiment. No aslarming dis-
turbance made itself evident ou T hursday
and the family entertained po apprehen-
sion, in fect only Mre. Blaine knew the ex-
aci uature of Mr. Bisine's illuess. Iriday
noon, however. there was a sadden elova-
tion of temporatuare, and the physicians
knew that their eiforts had not availed to
avert the dreaded nuteome,

1t 1% snid young Mr. Blaine tonk the result
of his inther's defeat greatly to heart.
Laring the convention he seemed in per-
fect health, and no one who heard of his
sudden passing away was more shocked
than thoss who saw himm participating in
cancuses early and lute night and day, in
his father's interest. [t 1s thought possible
hiv many that the strain and excitement at
Minnevapolis, followed by the disappoint-
ment of the outeome, bad not a httle to do
with the physienl grostration ensming.

Ewmmons Blatne, the time of bis death,
was vice-president of the B, & U, railroad,
end had. uutdl guite recently, resided
Baltimore. coming to Clhieago to take
charge of the Western interests of the com-

any. lls wedding in Noew York State to

1iss Anita MeCormick, danghter of the
great reapsr manufacturer, wus a social
event of the first maguitude. They have
had on!y ene child, the infant that was at
the bedalde when the father died. Before
being connected with the B, & O.. he
perved in less conspicuous places than the
vice-presidency. Mr. Blaine was at difter-
ent times 1u the saervico of the Weast Vir-

The Necretary spoke
svipatheticaily of the other recent death
in Mr. Blaine's family, aud feared that the
shock of tuis last might prove almost too
great for the alllicted onea to bear.

Mr. Elliot ¥. shepard, of New York,
speaking of the death, said: “] saw youna
Mr. Blaige in Minneapolis a week ago and
he seemed inthe beat of health. | cannot
understand his sudden death, He was an
exceedingly bright young man., The death

MUNCIE'S $200,000 BLAZE

Greatest Fire in the History of the City,
Sweeping Away Two Big Glass-Works.

Flying Sparks from a Railroad Locomo‘ive
(acsssthe Euin of t'e Over Window-Glass
and the Hemingray Fiint-Gla-s Flen's

Muxscig, Ind,, June 18.—The most de-

structive fire that ever occurred in Muncie
was the burniug of the C. H. Over window-
glass-works and the Hemingray flint-glass
factory to-day, entailing a loss of over
$200,000. Whilea fake Erie & Western
switch-engine was aoing some work on the
track between the two Dbig factories
a spark from the engine ignited
a car-load of packing straw, and soon after
the engine departoed the flames burst out.
A warehouse near by eanght fire, and from
there each of the big factories was fired,
and in just forty-five minutes each was a
mass of ruins, and over thres hundred em-
ployes out of work. The buildings were
of sheet-iron and wood, and burned with
great rapidity, leaving nothing but brick,
iron and molten glass,

The Hemingray Glass Company came to
Muncie from Covington, Ky., and was
listed as the finest factory of the kind in
the country. Their loss on buildings and
wachiveryis about §90,000; on stock, §20,-
000; insurauce, $31,500 in the following
companies:

SHEEPSHEAD Bay, June 18.—~The great
race eyent, the suburban handicap, for one
of the largest stakes of the year, was run
to-day over the Sheepshead Bay track,
distance oue mile and a quarier.

partment. Whether he will ao-
cept it or not is a matter of con-
jecture to all but perhavs a few of
his own intimates. When the premiership
of the Cabinet was tendered to him, be, of
course, thanked President Harrison for the
honor which it was desired to confer upon
him, and he asked that he should be al-
lowed a short time in whioh to finally
make up his mind whether to accept or re-
ject the proffered appcintment. The Presi-
dent granted this reguest, and
it is thought probable that Mr
Depew may give bim & definite

answer between now and to-morrow night,
when it 1s the intention to return to New
York. From what can be gathered here it
is deemed quite likely that he may oon-
clude to accept.

Seunator Hiscock, however, takea the
other view. In conversation, thisevening,
with your correspondent, Mr. Hiscock,
with whom Mr. Depew breakfasted

and spent the greater part of the
forenoon, said: “l have mnot seen
Mr. Depew since his visit to the White
House and, of course, am not able to say
what he will do if the office has been ten-
derea him. I should say, however, thathis
business interests are too great for him to
throw up for an eight months’ appointment
in the Cabinet.”

Mr. Depow himself has been seen and in-
terviewed by several others besides yoar
correspondent, and while he has treated
every inqguirer with the utmost courtesy
and geniality, he has positively refused to

say what oocurred during his conference
with the President—whether the poasition
has been offered to him or whether he would
accept 1t if it should be offered.

This failed to appeases those
present, and repeated calls were made for
Paderewski, who had withdrawn. He re-
appeared, wherenpon the well-dressed mob
invaded the platform, begging him to play
sgsin. Reaching his seat with diflienity
Paderewski performed Chopin's “Barca-
rolle,” and then, at the request of a young
wowmwan, who was leaning over hisshoulder,
he played one ot Chopin's valses. The
cheering broke out agsin, and there wus a
struggle to secure a handshake from the
artist. Infatusted, delinous womean
plucked the flowers from their dresses and
handed them 1o Paderewski over the heads
of those nearer to him. Finally he eseaped
to the artist’s room in an exhansted condi-
tion. T'he recital netted over £1.000, Han-
dreds of persons who beeioged the ticket-
oln0s were turned away.
